Such was Hoover on fho eve of 
bis departure for New Orleans. 
The »ton- of th at heroic fight is 
too fresh in the nnnd:> of readers 
to require repetition here, but it 
m ight b© well to show huv.

McKay described himself as a 
former newspaper man and form er 
owner Of the Woodward Dispatch, 
of Woodward, Okla., and a m em ­ 
ber of the Oklahoma Editors’ asso­ 
ciation. 
He said that h© was a d ­ 
mitted to tho bar in O klahoma in 
19 1.0 and thiD for .seven year* h< 
was connected with tho corpora­ 
tion commission which regulates 
utility rates in that state. 
McKay said that he was em ­ 
ployed by Fred W. Insull of Tulsa, 
Ok la , to take over tho bureau. He 
raid th a t the Insull group and the 
Byllosbj group and their subsidi­ 
aries controlled between

SO per cent of tho utilities in Ok­ 
lahoma.

Perfection Of Eyesight Not 
Found In Nature, Professor Says 


NEW YO RK (JF)— Normal vision 
la the most we can expect from our 
organs of sight, for it seems there 
is no such thing as the perfect eye. 
So says professor Fredeick 
A. 
Woll, director of the hygiene de­ 
partment at the College of the City 
of New York who has been study­ 
ing the sense of sight for 38 years 
He now reports to the Eye Sight 
t ’on.'orvation Council of America 
that new methods of testing vision 
are revealing unsuspected ocular 
defects and that, although sight 
may be normal, eyes never attain 
science’s concept of perfection. 
Much of Professor Woll’* work 
lins been with students, many of 
w horn oome to college with de­ 
fects of vision that 
have not been 
detected by testing practices used 
in the schools. An improved tech­ 
nic, however, is disclosing these in 
firmities. 
"One 
great 
advantage 
of the 
more accurate testing now being 
done,” 
says 
Professor 
Woll. "is 
that students who were ignorant of 
their defective vision are relieved 
of its handicap. Poor vision is all 
the more a handicap w hen it is un­ 
suspected because the student’s in­ 
telligence is misjudged. 
"Th»' old reading chart test is 
not entirely 
dependable 
because 
students by squinting can accom­ 
modate the mechanism 
of 
the 
eye to the chart and so hide de­ 
fects. The skiascope, an instrument 
which shows the focus of the eye, 
is more accurate.” 
"Poor results from color-blind­ 
ness tests have also been due to 
inaccurate methods. For example, 
we turned over 
100 
persons to 
three different sp^cialiTts for test­ 
ing 
One found 30 percent color 
blind, one 7e percent and one90 
percent—as if color blindness de­ 
pended on the examiner. 
"Some 
t e s t s depend too much 
upon experience and education in 
colors. 
The Holmgren 
worsted 
test, 
for instance, requires 
the 
students to pick all strands that 
have a t r a c e of a certain color.

Th°re are many varieties of skin 
disease. 
Some have redness of the 
surfaces. 
Others have swellings. 
Still others take the form of pim­ 
ples or sore patches. 
"Impetigo” is a name given to 
certain forms of blisters, which ap ­ 
pear on an otherwise healthy skin. 
They <Fy down into crusts, which 
on falling off, leave a superficial 
raw 
surface. 
The 
sore 
place 
speedily heals with no scarring as 
a result. 
It is prob^bF that impetigo is 
due to an infection with sopie pus 
producing germ. 
A favorite lo­ 
cation is the face, particularly at 
some point around the mouth. 
It 
may appear on the nose, the ear, 
the hands and 
feet and 
Indeed, 
anyw'here on the body. 
Impetigo usually lasts four or 
five days or a week, 
but it may 
hang on for weeks. 
It all depends 
on the powers of resistance. 
Young children develop a form 
of impetigo whcth causes the face 
to look as If it were covered with 
dried honey. 
Sometimes this form 
is called "milk crusts.” 
Most forms of impetigo are in­ 
fectious. 
That is, if the discharge 
is carried by a razor blade or oth­ 
er 
toilet 
article, 
a 
previously 
healthy skin 
may become 
in­ 
volved. 
Wherever the germs find 
a broken surface they 
enter and 
multiply. 
This habit of the disease makes 
it an uncomfortable complication 
of any other skin trouble. 
A burn 
or an eczema may have impetigo 
engrafted upon it. 
Crust formation behind the ears 
or about the nostrils may be a form 
of impetigo. 
Sometimes it attacks 
the lining of the mouth and even 
tongue. 
You should be careful
